WASHINGTON—(AP)—Five-star Admiral William F. 
(Bull) Halsey, Ret., yesterday called on “all naval officers 
to rally to,the help of Navy Capt. John G. Crommelin, who 
has charged that U. S. naval power is being wrecked by top 


brass in the unified defense setup. 
Halsey, whose wartime carrier task forces dealt smashing 


blows against the Japanese, attended a private luncheon 
with several other Navy officers at Crommelin’s home, and 


later told newsmen: | 
“Having read Capt. Crommelin’s statements and com- 
ments, I feel very strongly that he is attempting to do some- 
sisniiilitnd s thing for the good of the country 
3 and that he has shown wonderful 
courage in jeopardizing his career 
by doing this. 

“T feel he deserves the help and 
respect of all naval officers.” 

Halsey is the second Admiral to 
throw his support to the 46-year- 
old Navy Captain whose statement 
cenouncing “landlocked” ideas 
about -national defense was a 
weekend sensation. 

The other was Rear Admiral 
Arthur G. Doyle, chief of the 
Naval Air Training Program. Hal- 
sey declined to say who else was 
present at the strategy-mapping 
luncheon at Crommelin’s Washing- 
ton residence this noon. He said 
only there were “several captains, 
but no other admirals.” 

The famed commander of the 
U. S. Third Fleet during World 
War II told a reporter: 

“I feel very strongly about my 
country’s defense. I ought to—I 
fought four years for it. But I] 
can’t go beyond that right now.”

The witness, son of railroad 
man, said Beigun and his wife 
haggled with Mi Martin over 
prices ranging from $200 to $75 
and after they agreed on the iower 
figure he returned Miss Martin to 
the Beiguns’ garage apartment sev- 
eral days later for the operation. 
He testified that the girl and 
Beigun “went in the other room 
and closed ‘he d * and about 15 
minutes later Beigun summoned 
him frantically. B- said the girl

~ Yugos Invincible, 
Tito Tells Soviet 


BELGRADE—(INS)—Marshal Tito boldly challenged 
the Kremlin’s interpretation of fundamental Communist pol- 
icy last night and indirectly warned Russia that Yugoslavia 
is an “invincible fortress” capable of withstanding any at- 


tack. . 

The Yugoslav Premier carried 
his struggle against Russia to new 
ground in one of the strongest 
statements he has made since his 
break with Premier Stalin. 


He told the Kremlin that “bay- 
onets” would not create “progres- 
sive socialism” in his country, 
which has been fighting against 
Kremlin-domirfation since Tito was 
expelled from the Moscow-directed 
Cominform in June, 1948. 


The statement, loaded with de- 
fiance of Moscow, made it clear 
to Soviet leaders that the Yugo- 
slav people and no one else will 
change the leadership of the Bel- 
grade regime. 

Moscow and her satellites have 
been urging Yugoslavs to rebel 
against Tito’s so-called “national-

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Nothing But Gloom 
At Mississippi State 


(Editor’s Note: This is another in a series 
of articles on Southeastern Conference foot- 
ball prospects this Fall written by Sports 
Editor John Bradberryt Others will follow.) 


Soe pe Pi STATE COLLEGE, Miss.—Mr. Arthur (Slick) 
Morton is ldelreshingly outspoken for a football coach. 

Apparently, he knows no. other way than to lay the cards 
on the table and he flipped three aces on their backs the 
other day. (1) Mr. Morton doesn’t appreciate the tactics of 
one school in particular in taking a football player from his 
campus. (2) He doesn’t like the unkind things which have 
been said about him with VMI and St. Mary’s, and (3) he 
doesn’t like the way the Rules Committee acted in its last 
session when it changed the free substitution rule. 

You may recall, Morton is the new head coach at Mis- 
sissippi State College here, succeeding Allyn McKeen, who 
finally gave way in the face of continuous onslaughts by the 
alumni wolk pack. Slick is no stranger in this league, having 
served his apprenticeship at LSU as backfield coach. 

He coached the last two seasons at VMI, winning more games 
than anybody ever thought he would, and establishing himself as 
one of the more promising young members of his profession. 


S aon But getting back to the three things listed 
Missing Bac above, it seems Morton scouted around and 
came up with the services of a freshman halfback from Port Ar- 
thur. Texas, by the name of Freddie Haas, no kin to the golfer 
of the same name. 

This Haas, according to all who were privileged to wit- 
ness his exploits, had the makings of an All-American and 
naturally Mr. Morton was looking forward with considerable 
pleasure to coaching him. 

But it also seems a school by the name of the University of 
Houston was interested and, so the story goes, one particularly 
wealthy oil and hotel man lent aid and comfort to that school’s 
desire:

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Labor Tension Eases 


The agreement to postpone the steel 
strike 11 more days while companies and 
the union attempt to reach a settlement 
on the basis of the Fact Finding Board’s 
recommendafiors, which the union also 
accepted in tu'l, means there probably 
wi:l be no steel strike and no fourth-round 
wage increase. 


A steel strike would, after a short time, 
be almost disastrous. A fourth-round 
wage increase, most economists believe, 
would tend to throw the economy com- 
pletely out of balance again. 


In speaking of the greatly improved 
outiook for business in coming months, 


Change of Season--and 


Folks are breathing easier down in Put- 
nam County now. They’ve begun to see 
light on the business horizon. 

A few weeks ago, the Eatonton Mes- 
senger reports, the textile mill there cut 
to three days a week. To make things 
look worse, the milk situation took a nose 
dive, too. 

Putnam is a big dairy county, so when 
a milk surplus hurt the market, people in 
Putnam really 'coked glum. You couldn’t 
tel! them the country wasn’t heading 
straight for the rocks. 

Now things are looking brighter. The 
mil) is back on a five-day schedule and 
there’s not enough surplus milk for any- 
one to cry over. 


Inequities That Ought to 


Veterans today hold about 47 percent 
of all U. S. Government jobs. There are 
nearly 900,000 veterans of World Wars I 
and II on the Federal payroll. 


Congress has, wisely we think, given 
veterans preference in getting and in 
keeping Civil Service jobs. This is a 
customary practice. It seemed to work 
pretty well between the wars. 


But there are complaints now that Con- 
gress has enacted some peculiar legislation 
which in many cases is working against 
the best interest of the more deserving vet- 
erans as well as needlessly removing vir- 
tually all job security from those without 
veterans’ preference. 

For instance, there is a case cited to 
Congress of a muchly decorated combat 
veteran who got the highest grade in a 
Civil Service examination, but who got 
no Government job. The job he was ap- 
plying for went to another veteran of a 
few weeks’ service, who got the job be- 
cause of flat feet. 

d@Jnder the present law, five points must 
be automaticaliy added to the examina- 
tion grade of any veteran and 10 points to 
that of any “disabled” veteran. 
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Chsirman Edwin Nourse, of the Presi- 
dent’s Economic Advisors, recently pref- 
aced his optimism with pointed reference 
to the strike situation. A series of strikes 
in key industries, he pointed out, could 
change the economic outlook overnight. 

President Truman’s Fact- Finding 
Board in the steel dispute was a radical 
departure from accepted practice and 
there will be serious question as to 
winether such boards should be allowed to 
become customary. There can be no 
doubt, however, that the temperate rec- 
ommendations of the steel Board will have 
a tendency to ease labor tension at a 
critical time.

Be Removed 


The “disabled” rating goes, generally 
speaking, to any man discharged because 
of a service-connected disability. The flat- 
footed veteran was inducted into the 
Army by his draft board and discharged 
a few weeks later because of his bad feet. 
On the assumption that his short Army 
career was to hlame, he got a “disabled” 
discharge. 

The super-seniority of veterans is re- 
placing many veteran Civil Service em- 
ployees who find, suddenly, that their 
years of service mean little when placed 
up against veterans’ preference. 

Veterans, moreover, do not have to 
earn even a passing grade of 70 on a Civil 
Service examination in order to get extra 
points. A “disabled” veteran can get 10 
extra points to pull a grade of 60 up to a 
passing grade of 70. The Government 
service thus ‘s forced to accept those 
whose qualifications for the job are dubi- 
ous, to say the least. 

It seems that Congress, with a few 
relatively minor changes, could improve 
the present v2terans’ preference laws to 
remove these ard other inequities and at 
the same time provide ample protection 
to veterans.

McGrath Ahead as Probable Court Choice 


WASHINGTON—Howard McGrath, recently installed Attorney General, is far ahead of all others 
in Washington speculation as to who will succeed to the Supreme Court vacancy occasioned by the 


death of Justice Wiley B. Rutledge. 

And almost as strong is the consensus that 
if McGrath moves up, the Attorney Generalship 
will go to Clark M. Clifford, President Truman’s 
41-year-old special counsel. 

A consideration regarded as all but compelling 
in this case, as in the selection of a successor to 
Justice Frank Murphy, who died in July, is that 
the latter was the only Roman Catholic on the 
court and the occupant of a seat which had 
been held continuously by a member of that 
faith for 55 years. 

Mr. ‘Truman broke this tradition by naming 
Attorney General Tom Clark to the Murphy va- 
cancy, but he moved to appease possible Cath- 
olic displeasure by simultaneously announcing 
that if Clark was confirmed for the judgeship, 
McGrath would succeed him as Attorney Gen- 
eral.

Reminiscence 
And Comment 


When I was a boy of about 10 years of age 

my father, who was always interested in poli- 

‘ tics and who was always forthright in support 

of his favorite candidates, encouraged me to visit the polls on 

election day. Not only that, but on election nights he always in- 

sisted on my being allowed to stay up and watch the counting. 

On the great events of State presidential elections, I was taken 

downtown to see the returns flashed from newspaper windows on 

screens across the street. Those were great events and remain 
among the glowing and exciting memories of my childhood. 

Perhaps my greatest political thrill came when, at the age of 
10 or 11 years, I was entrusted with a great job because no one 
else was available. The workers in behalf of a candidate wanted 
to get some crippled and old persons to the polls. This was be- 
fore automobiles were commonplace and the transportation was a 
large surrey with fringe on the top. I knew the neighborhood 
and so 1 was given the list and put on the seat beside the driver, 
hired for the occasion along with the hack, and sent to direct him 
to the homes of the voters who were unable to walk the distance 
and had no other means of transport. I worked at that all day and 
would not have changed places with a king. I do not recall the 
names of any of the candidates, or whether they won. But I do 
remember the scenes, the smells, the sounds and the atmosphere 
of the polls. 

My father was an East Tennessean and a Republican. It pained 
him mightily when I early began to lean to the Democratic Party, 
well before I could vote. Woodrow Wilson won me completely and 
I became almost a fanatic follower of the Princeton teacher. I cast 
my first vote for the presidential] Democratic nominees in 1920— 
Cox and Roosevelt—and against Warren G. Harding. I have never 
cast anything but a Democratic vote since and do not anticipate 
any other course in the future. My father was deeply hurt by my 
decision, but soon got over it. The great depression caused him 
to see, and believe, the Democratic Party had done something long 
needed, and he died, I am sure, in grudging admiration of Frank- 
lin Roosevelt and the Democrats.

At any rate, I have always had a mighty admiration 
for the political two-party system. We are governed 
by politics. Political government means compromise between the 
always divergent proposals of the two parties. If there were no 
compromise we would have a constant deadlock and no progress 
and no government. That is why progress is slow and it also is 
why it comes piecemeal. 

I am realist enough to know politics often are corrupt and cor- 
rupting. I have seen, however, great advance in cleaning up poli- 
tics. Incidentally, I saw the vote cast in the Tennessee Legislature 
which gave victory to the amendment granting votes to women. I 
do not think, I know they have done much to improve the con- 
It is true a lamentable number of them vote 
as their husbands do, thus showing a great lack of ability to think 
for themselves, but nonetheless, they have been of vast assistance 
in improving the entire climate of elections. 

I know, as our own recent elections revealed again, there are 
petty violations at almost all polls. Paid workers will be included 
who will discuss the issues with voters. Now and then some person 
will stupidly use his office in an effort to influence votes. Thus, 
a policeman may show up in uniform at a municipal election and 
indicate his choice. These things. could, and should, be remedied 
by punishment of the guilty. 

The more attention we can focus on the democratic process 
of the ballot, the better. The quicker we find ways to halt the 
corrupt counties, where boxes are substituted; where boxes are 
stuffed; and where the votes are for sale because of stuffing and 
switches of boxes, the sooner we will have better government. 

That, is why any tampering with boxes, or any action which 
casts suspicion on them, seems to be wrong and harmful. 

That is why, once the candidates have accepted the decision 
and the committees have certified the results, I think it bad for 
candidates to reopen the issues and cast doubt on the results un- 
less they have positive and major evidence of substantial fraud. 

We have a system which is not perfect, but which is the best 
in the world so long as we have nationally a two-party system, 
and locally a growing number of voters and careful grading of 
themselves.

_ Between Five Demons and the Blue 


WASHINGTON—Unlike most regulatory agencies of the Federal Government, the consideration ef 


the Federal Communications Commission is not limited merely to the public and the industry regu- 


lated. Reaction to the recent FCC ban on give-away radio and television programs is a graphic illus- 


tration of this. 

The FCC must deal with (1) the listening pub- 
lic, (2) the broadcasters, (3) the advertisers, 
(4) pressure groups and (5) Congress, its life 
source. Approval of any action of the FCC by 
all of these parties is practically impossible. Their 
interests are diametrically opposed. 


- Commercial broadcasters criticize the 
FCC for being too harsh. Pressure groups 
declare it is not strict enough. The Com- 
mission is much like the man who attempts 
to give fair portions of an amount of ice 
cream to selfish and hungry children con- 
vinced of their priority over one another. 
The FCC is between five demons and the 
deep-blue air. 


Radio and television broadcasting are young, 
superbly sharp tocls in the shaping of public 
opinion. They possess the advantages of speed, 
receptivity, and easy accessibility. As a result, 
there is constant tugging and pulling between 
the five major groups that the FCC has to deal 
with on radio and television on broadcast 
problems. 

The role of the listening public in this arena 
of activity is most obvious and significant. Be- 
cause the broadcast spectrum is the property of 
the public and not that of individuals, radio and 
television regulation and legislation have been 
adopted to protect the interest of the public. The 
welfare of the listeners and viewers has been 
the paramount consideration of the FCC in its 
administration. It has fully realized the legal 
right and duty impcsed in it by Congress to con- 
tro] the use of the privilege of broacatsing as it 
was intended for the use in the best interest of 
the community, not the powerful individual. 

Broadcasters are subjected to pressure from 
the advertisers and to criticism from the public 
and pressure groups. The broadcasters are de- 


pendent upon the revenues to be obtained from 
the advertisers. But since the success of the 
broadcasting station is dependent upon public 
acceptance, commercial sponsorship has made 
the listening and viewing public the basic eco- 
nomic determinant of broadcasting policy. 


Close examination of an underlying paradox | 


of American broadcasting sheds some light on 


the plight of the FCC. The individuals and cor- | 
porations making possible the advertising pros- | 
perity of broadcasters—the advertisers—are sub- | 


stantially the same individuals and corporations 


who understandably do not want government | 


regulation and some who so picturesquely berate 
the government—the thread of life of the broad- 
casters. 


Pressure groups are potentially the great- 
est worry of the FCC because of the very 
nature in which they operate. They usually 
espouse one principal cause or objective, but 
in most cases they represent only a very 
small segment of the public for which the 
FCC administers—and the Commission has to 
regulate in the interests of all people instead 
of just the few of a pressure group. Also, 
the FCC is subject to the whim of 435 Con- 
gressmen and 96 Senators who are somewhat 
sensitive to pressure groups.

How Much Is a Trillion Dollars? 


NEW YORK—A few days ago, for the’first time in my life, I saw the word trillion used seriously 
in a discussion of our national debt. A trillion iis one thousand billion and a billion is one thou- 
gand million. Our national debt is now one-quarter of a trillion dollars. I never knew there was 
that much money. I don’t. There isn’t. Actually, the debt is $252,000,000,000, but we are so be- 
numbed that the $2,000,000,000 above the even $250,000,000,000, which makes a quarter of a trtllion, are 
just lagniappe. We have come so far from reality that we regard a couple of loose billion as mere 


breakage. 

I had occasion recently to refer to some fig: 
ures that Sen. Harry F. Byrd had used in his 
desperate effort to stop the squandering of money 
and save us from the sort of inflation that has 
redueed the other moneys of the world to earnest 
and pathetic absurdity in relation to ours, which 
is sillier than we think. Sen. Byrd had said 
that the interest on our national debt—just the 
national debt, on top of the State, county and 
city debts—was $5,500,000,000 a year. That is 
just the interest. It is more than five times the 
total budgets for all organized nations of the

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~ Charity Is Its 
Own Reward

It is a peculiar thing about charity done 

: quietly. The more secretly gifts are given, 
the more thunderous grows the record of them, and the 
whisper that a man or woman has done unheralded kind- 


nesses becomes a rumor of great strength, wrapping the 
subject in an aura of gentility and crediting him with wild 


phtilanthropies. 

Lloyd Douglas, the writer, turned out a fascinating book i in his 
early life as an author called “Magnificent Obsession,” based on 
the thesis that a good deed done without boastfulness blessed the 
donor, and sets up a kind of chain reaction upon mankind, each 
person adding his anonymous bit to the widening circle of gen- 
erosity. 

You find this characteristic in oustanding people. For example, 
since the death of Margaret Mitchell, all manner of unexpected 
beneficences have come to light in her name, leaving a legacy of 
spirit that will expand with the years. A fund at Sheltering Arms 
for an “emergency” for an unknown, frightened, unwed mother; a 
prize for a literary contest at the Federal Penitentiary to encourage 
the inmates to creative and perhaps introspective thinking—these 
are only samples of the kind of reports that will grow as the years 
go on and people remember the good works of Peggy Mitchell 
Marsh. 

A whole city in France will benefit from her active conscience, 
and now in America hundreds of women in business and the pro- 
fessions are already figuring ways*to facilitate a movement she set 
in motion. 

Pilot Club International, of which Mamie K. Taylor, of Atlanta, 
is the President-elect, has “adopted” a village at the behest of 
Margaret Mitchell and the first of the collections of food, clothing 
and money have probably arrived there by now. 

Here are excerpts from a letter Miss Mitchell wrote Mrs. Taylor 
after she read that Pilot Club Internetional contemplated adopting 
a needy village: 


“I felt that my prayers had been answered. I have tried 
so many people and organizations in my efforts to get this 
village placed, and all my efforts have come to nothing. 
Please give a thought to the village of Vimoutiers in Nor- 
mandy. . 


“T’ll tell you how it came about that I am trying to get them 
adopted. During the war, many French boys escaped from occupied 
France and made their way to the United States, where they trained 
for our Air Force. Many of them learned to fly at Macon, Ameri- 
cus and other South Georgia fields. Some of them came to see me 
because they said ‘Gone With the Wind’ reminded them of the sad 
fate of their own country. All these young boys went back to fight.” 

Har letter then told of their correspondence with her, their lives, 
marriages, the births of their children, their families, and finally of 
the bombing of the town of Vimoutiers by America’s Ninth Air 
Force, on June 14, 1944, eight days after D-Day, when 250 people 
died and about two-thirds of the houses were destroyed in 20 
minutes. 

It was a sad story, of which no reparations could be made by 
the United States, because it was not a mistake, this bombing. The 
village was believed to house enemy communications. 


“JT went to work as best I could to find some organization 
to adopt Vimoutiers. First I tried the Ninth Air Force, but 
they had disbanded and scattered and have no ‘alumni’ or- 
ganization. Then I took up Vimoutiers with some generals in 
the Air Force, but had no luck. I then tried churches in 
Atlanta, but most of them are sending parcels to individuals. 
I tried some of the smaller organizations here, but most of 
them had already adopted individuals in France or other for- 
eign countries. 

... “So I was about to write Dr. Boullard that large and 
rich as our country is and generous as our people are, I 
couldn’t find anyone to help his little town. I have delayed 
writing this because 1 could not bear to dash their hopes. I 
felt that, more than most villages, they deserve our help 
bécause they had stood in the way of both armies and our 
Air Force, who liberated them, and destroyed them as well.” 


There was more to the letter, but that explains the patience that 
Mrs. Marsh employed in her determinétion to be of help and to do it 


without fanfare. 
It is a lesson that could be learned by many others with talents 


less prepossessing. Charity, like virtue, is its own reward.

About nine years ago a Hol- 
lywood cooking school was held 
in Kansas City. Each day dur- 
ing the week a famous movie 
star was our guest. The cc’ebrity 
not only shared with the audi- 
ence his favorite recipes but ac- 
tually prepared them. 

The most delightful session 
was “John Barrymore Day,” and 
the favorite recipe was a superb 


one for Italian Spaghetti Sauce. 

This recipe has remained my 
trump for “little parties.” I have 
never given it to anyone before 
because I was certain few wom- 
en would follow it exactly. 

A word of warning is in order. 
The list of ingredients may look 
long and the cooking directions 
involved, but do not change ei- 
ther. If you will try the recipe 
just as it is you will agree the 
Sauce is worth any amount of 
trouble. 


ITALIAN SPAGHETTI SAUCE 


14 cup salad oil 
2 medium onions, 
finely 
1 cup chopped parsley 
2-3 cup chopped green pepper 
1 cup chopped celery 
6-0z. can Italian tomato paste 
3 cups canned tomatoes 
1 cup hot water 
1 tablespoon salt 
1g teaspoon black pepper 
Few grains cayenne pepper 
14 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1 pound ground beef 


chopped 


Heat oil slowly in skillet. Add 
onion; fry until soft. Add pars- 
ley, green pepper, celery. Cook 
slowly until tender. Pour into 
large pan. Add tomato paste 
and tomatoes. Rinse tomato paste 
can with hot water, add to sauce 
mixture and blend well. Cover 
and simmer slowly until sauce 
is thick and glossy (1% to 2 
hours). Brown ground beef in 
2 additional tablespoons of oil, 
then add to sauce. Add salt and 
pepper and cook 30 minutes. Add 
remaining ingredients when 
sauce has finished cooking. Al- 
Ways serve hot oven freshly 
cooked spaghetti. Sauce keeps 
in refrigerator. Add a little wa- 
ter, reheat and use. Makes about 
9 cups of sauce.
